LEFT FRONT UNITY THREATENS RAHMAN REGIME 
Bombay THE TIMES OF INDIA in English 28 Apr 80 p 1] 


[Text] New Delhi, April 27. The threat to the Ziaur Rahman regime from 
what can be described as the "left-democratic forces" in Bangladesh has 
not diminished with the nine-party alliance quickly patching up its 
differences and maintaining a solid front. 


The alliance is undoubtedly one of the most important factors in Bangla- 
desh politics today. Obviously, deriving their inspiration from the 
Soviet Union the constituents of the alliance have been able to sink 
their widely divergent views and interests and project a picture of 
solidarity never before achieved in that strife-torn country. 


The slliance recently was on the brink of disintegration when the two 
major constituents of it--the Awami League and the Jatiya Samaj Tantrik 
Dal--clashed at a public meeting. This was followed by riots and the Awami 
volunteers ransacking the Dal office. It looked as if the incident would 
spell disaster for the alliance. 


But within a week, all the leaders of the alliance were able to produce a 
joint declaration denying any differences among them, pledging to work 
together and blaming the incident on agents provocateur of the government. 
It was a remarkable demonstration of political unity. 


The alliance apparently received a shot in the arm from the release of 

the five political leaders on Bangladesh independence day by President 
Ziaur Rahman. One of the leaders, Major Jalil, president of the Dal, 
added the force of his personality to strengthen the alliance, rather than 
create any difficulties, as had been feared. 


His recent political formulations--after his release--have surprised all 
political observers. Hitherto, believing in a left-oriented militant 
nationalism tilting towards the Chinese type, he has been all praise of 
the Soviet Union and its “revolutionary leadership." 





Soviet Help 


In a recent interview, he emphasised that it was the Soviet Union--and 
not China--which could provide leadership to the world revolutionary 
movement, Whatever might have happened in Afghanistan, if the Soviet 
Union came to the assistance of the “democratic forces" in Bangladesh, 
in the face of attacks from the regime, it would not be aggression. 


The Jatiya Dal has gone another step further by demanding in a resolution 
adopted at a meeting of the party, the release of the Bangladesh communist 
party general secretary, Mr Mohammad Farhad. A demand of this kind could 
not have been expected from this party only a few months ago. 


The alliance also includes another party led by Mr Rashed Khan Menon, who, 
at one time, used to swear by the Maoist ideology. This only indicates 
the ideological shift that has taken place in Bangladesh politics. The 
alliance obviously has great expectations from the Soviet Union. 


No Right Front 


Against this "“left-democratic" alliance, the rightist parties have not so 
far been able to form themselves into a countervailing force. After the 
release of the former President, Mr Khondakar Mushtaque Ahmed, an attempt 
was made to build up a rightist political combine under his leadership. 
But Mr Ahmed's response to it having been lukewarm, no headway could be 
achieved in that direction. 


The rightist parties, having exposed their bankruptcy, President Ziaur 
Rahman is trying to shake himself free of their influence. There has 
been a degree of disenchantment with petro-dollars and the Bangladesh 
masses are tending to swing to the other side. President Ziaur is trying 
to exploit the situation to his advantage.

JAPANESE SPECIAL ENVOY COMPLETES VISIT, PROMISES AID 
Dacca THE BANGLADESH OBSERVER in English 30 Apr 80 pp 1, 8 


[Text] Mr Takashu Hayakawa Special Envoy of the Japanese Government 
announced in Dacca on Tuesday a Japanese grant worth 12 million U.S. 
dollars for the coming fiscal year to Bangladesh for shallow tube-wells 
and deep tube-wells with a view to improving the irrigation facilities 

in the country. He said that if the needs for the irrigation sector per- 
sist Japan would consider continuing the same programme for Bangladesh in 
future also. 


Addressing a Press conference at the State Guest House he said that the 
overall quantum of Japanese assistance development or otherwise for Bangla- 
desh in the coming fiscal year would be decided through further consultation 
of the two governments and in the course of the deliberations at the next 
meeting of the aid-to-Bangladesh Club scheduled to be held next month. He 
noted that the Japanese Government has been extending special yen credit 

to the country and such assistance has so far been the largest among the 
donor countries. 


Mr Hayakawa told the newsmen that he was made aware about the future devel- 
opment needs of Bangladesh by President Ziaur Rahman and other Government 
leaders during his stay in the country. Referring to the food assistance 
programme he said that the Bangladesh authorities had apprised him about 
the requirement for two lakh tons of rice and added that the Japanese 
assistance programme in this context would be finalised in consultation 
with the authorities of the United States. 


He held out a categorical assurance about his efforts on his return home to 
do all the needful in consultation with the Ministry of Agriculture of the 
Government of Japan. 


Regarding the need for the development of natural gas in Bangladesh he felt 
that the development of the natural gas resources would contribute greatly 
to the economic growth in the country. He referred to the request made by 
the Bangladesh Government for the sanction of 60 million U.S. dollars worth 
of assistance for the fertilizer factory at Chittagong and observed that 

though the final decision is yet to be taken by the Japanese Government in 








this connecticn the financing of the tertilizer project would be considered 
a8 4 priority area of development assistance by his Government for Bangla- 
desh in the next financial year. 


The Spectal Envoy of the Japanese Government said that his wission was 


primartly meant for exploring the possibilities of expanding the bilateral 
economic relationship between the two countries. He felt that his mission 
was a complete success. He noted that on his return home he would make 


efforts to promote further economic cooperation between Japan and Bangla- 


de eh, 
Impressed by Canal Digging 


Summing up his tour experience he said that he was “much impressed" to 
see the development activities in the country particularly those relating 
to the canal digging operations. He observed that he had very fruitful 
discussions with President Zia and other Covernment leaders. Referring 


to the Covernment's programme for doub!] -g ‘ o( production in the country 
he endorsed the programme in toto. He ..-sured the newsmen that the Japanese 
Government would actively consider exten: -e technical and other assistance 


tor Bangladesh for agriculture and rurai cCevelopment sectors. 


Mr Hayakawa disclosed that a Japanese economic commission headed by Mr 

Vice Chairman of the Japanese Chamber of Commerce would visit 

Bangladesh in June next to explore the possibilities of collaboration 

in the private sector between the two countries in different fields. He 
inted out that he had communicated to the Government leaders in Dacca 

about the coming visit of che economic commission and noted that they had 

welcomed this very heartily. 


‘ho Spectal Envoy of the Japanese Government also told the newsmen that the 
Speaker of the Jativo Sangsad had during the course of his meeting with 

yim stressed the need for exchange parliamentary delegations between the 
two countries. Welcoming this proposal he hoped that this could be mater- 
ialised immediately after the coming rainy season. 


While noting that his discussions with the Government leaders in Bangladesh 
on matters relating to foreign policies of the two governments and the 
current international relations had been satisfactory he said that this 
would help further consolidate the existing friendly relationship between 
the two countries. He remarked that he had "free and frank exchange of 
views" on the current international situation particularly the scenarion 

in Iran and Afghanistan. Both Japan and Bangladesh stand for global peace 
and stability he observed while adding that the two countries belong to the 
"Free World" and as such have no fundamental difference between themselves.

DETAILS OF TRADE AGREEMENT WITH FRG GIVEN 

acca THE BANGLADESH TIMES in Engiieh 29 Apr 80 pp i, 8 

[Text| Bangladesh and Federal Republic of Germany (FRG) on Monday signed 
two separate agreements under which Bangladesh will receive Tk 37 lakh 
(over seven sillion 1) worth of project assistance, reports #55. 


The (iret agreement relates to Joydevpur diesel plant and the other is in 
the field of food security. 





The agreements were signed by Baron Von Marshall, FRG Ambassador in Bangla- 
desh and Mr Shafiul Alam, Additional Secretary, External Resources Division 
of the Minietry of Pinance on behalf of their respective Governments. 


Under the firet agreement, the West German Development Bank (KFW) will 
provide Taka 2 crore 87 lakh (about 4.3 aillion DM) for consultancy and 
training services for the Joydevpur diesel plant.

EDITORIAL WARNS OF MALPRACTICES IN JUTE INDUSTRY 
Dacea THE BANGLADESH TIMES in English 29 Apr 80 p 5 
[Editerial: “Jute Outlook") 


[Text] Jute prices were depressed in the open market last year and there 
are reasons to believe that a large number of farmers vere disappointed 
with the outcome. It is therefore speculated that jute growers might not 
feel much tnepired to opt enthusiastically for jute cultivation in the 
current season. The jute sowing season is not yet over. Farmers can still 
sow the better grade Tosha variety jute seeds. If, in the meantime, 
government publicises effectively how much jute the mille and other buying 
agencies are expected to lift thie year then the growers might receive 
fresh inducemente to go ahead with further sowing activities. 


What were the unhappy experiences last season’? A big carryover of raw 
jute and some epeculative activities brought about sluggishness to the 
market. Thus prices tended to be low the officially fixed minimum price 
notwithetanding. The government later stepped in vigorously to invigorate 
prices by special measures and thereby bring relief to the growers. But 
the benefits of this government rescue operation could not unfortunately 
reach all those for whom it wae intended. Failing to sell at good prices 
in the normal way, farmers by then had turned desperately to fariahs and 
sold off their stocks at poor prices. Similar developments will have to 
be counteracted in the present season. The mills and other government 
agencies should start buying early and their operations gust be broadbased 
in scope. 


Corruption at many jute purchasing centres defeats the government ob jec- 
tive of paying good prices to the growers. The government places funds 
with the various procurement authorities and book accounts are neatly 
adjusted to show that raw jute has been bought at officially posted 
prices. But in actual practice, corrupt purchase centre officials deny 
genuine growers access to the centres and deal mostly with middiemen. 

Real farmers have to oblige the unscrupulous among purchase centre employ- 
ees if they are to sell directly to these centres. The purchase centres 
will have to be flushed clean of corruption.

The malpractices that take place in such centres have been well known for 
& iong time now. The Jute Ministry should make a especial effort to intro- 
duce new mesaurea whereby the accessibility of farmera to these centres 
increases and they may sell their produce at fair rates. More purchase 


centres should be opened all over the country so that growers can take 
their jute to the centres without facing transport hazarde.

EDITORIAL DISCUSSES APPOINTMENT OF DISTRICT COORDINATORS 
Dacca THE BANGLADESH OBSERVER in English 29 Apr 80 p 3 
[Editorial: "Envoys and DDC's Function Defined") 


[Text] Following the announcement, earlier, of nomination of twenty 
District Development Coordinators and the creation of a 53-member Envoys 
Pool President Ziaur Rahman on Sunday defined their functions in Dacca. 
He was addressing a meeting of the DDCs at Bangabhavan. 


As explained by the President the appointment of DDCs and Envoys has 
special relevance to the government's second five-year plan and the 
economic development envisaged in the scheduled plan. The arrangement, 
while it breaks with the tradition of administrative isolation from the 
district so far as development programmes are concerned, is aimed at 
accelerating the pace of development activity all over the country and 
facilitating the implementation of agricultural and other development 
schemes which have been designed on a massive scale for the next five- 
year plan. Considering the envisioned size of development work and the 
main focus and area of it the leading question as visualised is that of 
coordination between the ministries and district authorities. With the 
shifting of the centre of gravity to rural areas from the development 
point of view, an administrative-cum-advisory framework has been rightly 
conceived as a vital means of getting things done in a more expeditious 
manner than ever before. 


This is also in line with the government's steadily developed decentralisa- 
tion of administrative powers and sharing them with the districts. It 

may be noted in this context that increased population and the enormous 
increase in the volume of official work following independence has over 

the years created problems of sheer quantitative inadequacy in district 
administration throughout the country. Rural development which has been 
lent a special dimension in the national development policy has also 
altered the setting sizably enough to warrant measures equal to the 

demands of the new situation. Rural people hitherto kept at an ineffec- 
tual distance from the administrative machinery based in Dacca will 
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henceforth be not only brought close to the administration but also provided 
with the opportunity of participating in the thinking of the government 

and general planning, to help implement the plans and programmes of the 
goverament., 


Closer contact by the Coordinators with the rural base of leadership and 
through it with the rural population ought to revolutionise the idea 

and scale of rural development in Bangladesh. We say ought to because that 
is what should be the leading impulse both on the part of the administration 
initiating this new move and the people being made to react to it in accord- 
ance with national expectations and urgencies. For any measure initiated 

by the government and oriented to what is most pressing at the moment for 
the nation will be evaluated by its results. And, we believe, with such 

an ideal set clearly before the administration and the Coordinators--as 

well as the Envoys--none of those so involved and committed would be found 
wanting to executing the duties assigned to them. 


If the Coordinators are to assume the responsibility internally in the 
nation, the Envoys’ area of activity lies chiefly outside of the country-- 
that is, in the international world. Both the scope and responsibility 
suggested by such a role assigned to the Envoys are spacious and demanding 
from the point of view of national interest. And they are not limited to 
the mechanics of development alone. They extend far beyond, including in 
them tue need and scope for ambassadorial activity in a more various and 
intensive sense than that assumed by our overseas missions. Here also it 
is the results in how effectively the Envoys will have succeeded in pre- 
senting the case of Bangladesh abroad for well-deserved assistance and 
other forms of support for the effective implementation of our ambitious 
five-year plan that will be watched with interest

WHOLE PRICE INDE) UP 15.5 POINTS OVER MARCH 1977

[Text] During the period March 1977 to July, 1979, the All-Commodity 
Wholesale Price Index registered an increase of 15.5 percent. From the 
March 1977 level of about 183 points the index reached nearly 225 points 
by the beginning of 1980. The trend is continuing with added vigour. 


The 42-point movement in the wholesale index was accompanied by a nearly 
60-point upward movement in the Consumer Price Index for industrial work- 
ers, which compared to March, 1977, level of 3.2 presently stands at 
about 375. 


it is interesting to note that at the end of March, 1977, the total 
stock of foodgrains with all the public agencies of the Central and the 
State Governments was 18.2 million tons. These scaled the level of 
21.30 million tons at the end of July, 1979. The year 1980 saw an 
opening stock of 17.60 million tons. 


During 1978-79, foodgrains output reached the peak of 131 million tons. 
This year's kharif is likely to have a setback of about nine million tons. 
Rabi shortfall is now guessed at two million tons in place of earlier 
estimates of five million tons. Overall the current year's output is 
unlikely to exceed 120 million tons--a shortfall of 11 million tons over 
the last year. However, this is not estimated to lead to a significant 
drawing down of food stocks, which are likely to remain at the current 
level. 


It is obvious that these stocks are unlikely to offset the shortfall 
in production. There is no other mechanism in which the stocks can 
have an impact on food prices. 


One does not know what to make of the valiant efforts for strengthening 


the public distribution system, when the offtake from these channels is 
not anticipated to go up significantly. 
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[It is planned to maintain buffer stocks of 12 to 14 million tons through- 
out the year. The wide gap between the wholesale price index and the 
consumer (retail) price index, pointed out above, seems largely to be 
going unnoticed and unattended. A movement of about 40 points in whole- 
sale price index is accompanied by an over 60 point increment in retail 
prices for workers! 


Further compounding the disproportion is the factor of relative indepen- 
dence of food prices from food output. This can be seen in the relative 
movements of food output and food prices, referred to earlier. This is 
true not only tor the period since 1977 but of the entire period of 
planning. 


One witnesses positive rates of growth of output, additionally fortified 
with sizable inflow of imported food, associated with positive—disturb- 
ingly positive--rates of rise in food prices. 


Those who have just expanded the terms of reference of the Agricultural 
Prices Commission to include the cost and market structure of more agri- 
cultural commodities and changes in the terms of trade between agriculture 
and industry conveniently seem to forget the temporal and inter-class 
dimensions of these price movements. 


The gravity of the emerging scenario gets further complicated in view 

of the so-called "mixed impact" reported to have emerged from the much 
trumpeted Food-for-Work Programme, which did not produce any significant 
results in 13 out of the 20 districts surveyed by the Programme Evalua- 
tion Organisation of the Planning Commission.

DECREASE IN FORBION EXCHANGE RESERVES REPORTED 
Calcutta THE SUNDAY STATESMAN in English 27 Apr 80 p 7 


[Text | New Delhi, April 26.--Confirming earlier ominous trends, the 
foreign exchange reserves position at the end of the 1979-80 financial 
year wae that theese had dropped by Re 25.48 crores compared to the level 
they stood at the end of March, 1979, thereby reversing their rapid 
growth for the firet time in four years. 


The reserves are by no seane uncomfortable at the level of Re 5,269.50 
crores at the end of March, but the drop has sent alare signals through 
the Finan e Ministry and Planning Commission, both of which are drawing 
up plans to deal with what ie now certain to be a continuous decline. 


Apart from trying to reduce the growing trade gap--estimated to be more 
than Re 2,000 crores in 1979-80 and unless checked, could be sore than 

Re 3,900 crores in 1980-861--stepe are being taken to increase the inflow 
of loreign exchange through commercial borrowings from the world market. 


The International Monetary Pund has been warned of India's increasing 
balance of paymente difficulties and of the possibility that the country 
may have to resume borrowing from it. The position now is that all loans 
from the IMP hawe been paid back in the last few years when the reserves 
were rising eteadily. 


Aleo planned te a multi-pronged attack on the balance of payments problem 
by framing 4 strategy that will take exporte to the level of Re 10,000

VISITING SOVLET MINISTER HOLDS PRESS CONFERENCE

[Text] New Delhi, April 28: The Soviet Union has agreed to help India 
with the latest technology for th: production of sunflower, cotton, and 
sugarbeet. 


This was stated at a press conference today by the Soviet agriculture 
minister, Mr V.K. Messiats, who is leading a six-member delegation to 
this country. 


On the penultimate day of its visit, the delegation called on the Prime 
Minister, Mre Indira Gandhi, and had talks with the agriculture minister, 
Rao Birendra Singh. It also paid a courtesy call on the President, Mr 
Sanjiya Reddy. 


Mr Messiates laid stress at the press conference on cooperation between 
india and the Soviet Union for mutual benefit. 


He praised the progress made in agriculture in India and remarked that 
some varieties of Indian wheat could be grown usefully in the Soviet Union. 


Mr Messiats said that the U.S. embargo on the export of foodgrains to the 
Soviet Union in the wake of the crisis in Afghanistan would have "no 
influence at all." Under an agreement signed in 1973, six million to 
eight million tonnes of grain was to be imported by the Soviet Union from 
the U.S. annually. This constituted a very small percentage of Soviet 
requirements. 


The total foodgrain needs of the Soviet population amounted to 50 million 
to 55 million tonnes a year but during the 1975-79 period the Soviet Union 
produced an average of 209 million tonnes a year. Last year the produc- 
tion dropped sharply to 180 million tonnes because of severe drought. 

But this year the target was 235 million tonnes.

GOVERNMENT ISSUES FIRST OF THIS YEAR'S LOANS 
Bombay THE TIMES OF INDIA in English 29 Apr 80 pp 1, 7 


[Text] Bombay, April 28. The government of India has announced the first 
tranche of its current year's market borrowing programme. Three cash-cum- 
conversion loans for a total notified amount of Re 600 crores are being 
issued. The loans are the 6 percent 1986, the 7 percent 1998 and the 7.5 
percent 2010, all at par. 


Subscriptions will be received on May 12 in cash or securites of the 
maturing 4.75 percent 1980 loan. The government will retain subscrip- 
tions up to 10 percent in excess of the notified amount. The maturing 
4.75 percent 1980 loan has an outstanding amount of Rs 117.29 crores. 
Thus total net collections in the first tranche will be around Re 543 
crores. 


The Union finance minister has budgeted for record net market borrowings 
of Ks 2,500 crores for 1980-81 in his budget proposals presented to the 
Lok Sabha on March 11. With two maturing loans this year, the other be- 
ing the 4 percent 1980 on July 18 having an outstanding amount of Rs 
148.05 crores, the gross market borrowings for the current financial 
year are budgeted at Rs 2,765 crores against Rs 2,259 crores collected 
in 1979-80. No change is expected to be made in these figures in the 
final budget proposals to be presented to the Lok Sabha in early June. 


Coupon Rates Up 


As expected in financial circles, the Central government has decided to 
raise the coupon rates on the new loans. Last year, the coupon rate on 

the 30-year loan was raised from 6.75 percent to 7 percent. This year, it 
has been raised further, to 7.5 percent. Last year, two other loans issued 
in the first tranche in early May were the 6.25 percent 1989 and the 6.5 
percent 1995. 


The further upward revision in the yield pattern evolved by the govern- 
ment would result in heavy depreciation of the values of the existing loans.

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COMMERCE MINISTER SPEAKS ON CONDITION OF JUTE INDUSTRY 


Calcutta THE STATESMAN in English 29 Apr 80 p 12 


[Text] Mr Pranab Mukherjee, Union Minister for Commerce, said in Calcutta 
on Monday that the jute industry never had it so good in the last decade 
or so. The Minister, who wae addressing the annual meeting of the Indian 
Jute Mille Association said: “I can sense gaiety in the air, not without 
good reason,” 


Profits, he said, had been unparalleled. Production had risen from 11,500 
tonnes a year to 13,200 tonnes, which wae close to the industry's inetalled 
capacity. Exports had moved up from 310,000 tonnes in the previous year to 
400,000 tonnes. 


Mr Mukherjee said that jute growers had done their bit by increasing the 
yield from 3.7 million bales in the early 508 to 8.3 million bales. Thus, 
scarcity of raw material had been removed. 


but, he regretted, the poor farmers had not got their due return. Prices 
had often been below the notified statutory minimum. Mr Mukherjee was not 
prepared to accept the claim of Mr K.K. Bajoria, Chairman of the LJMA, that 
only 20. of the crop had got low prices, while the rest of the crop had 
enjoyed a premium. “Unless my information is very wrong,” he added, 70% 

of jute crop fell under what was called category V and below and the cul- 
tivator had been driven to distress sale of such varieties. 





Mr Mukherjee said that if the farmer grew less, he was called inefficient 
and prices increased. If he grew more, his efficiency was penalized. There 
was just no moral explanation for such abnormal low prices of jute which 
constituted 58% of the cost of production of jute goods in a year when the 
price of jute goods had skyrocketed. 


Mr Mukherjee said that the task before the industry was to expand exports 
by an aggressive strategy. This, he said, should aim at exploring hither- 
to untapped markets, product diversification, harnessing research and 
development, development of new products and enduses for existing products. 
He euggested better utilization of the office in America and Indian Trade 
Centres at Brussels. Intelligence must keep abreast of changing price 
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trends and shifting consumer preferences, There were indications, 

Mr Mukherjee said, that with the increasing affluence in the Ruropean 
Lconomic Community it would be possible to push secondary carpet backing 
a6 4 subatitute for foam, 


At the moment, he added, Iran offered an attractive market. Every attempt 
should be made to introduce sacking in the African markets and diversify 
exports to Australia, We made it clear that etability in prices and 
regularity in supply @uat be ensured. He aleo suggested that the indus- 
try could enter into agreements on a quarterly basis. On the domestic 
front, he was in favour of a Long-term contract with the Directorate 
General of Supplies and Disposals. 


Speaking on the demand for withdrawal of the export duty on hessian, the 
Minister said imposition of the export duty had fulfilled the objective and 
the Government had acted in reaponse to ite larger economic and social 
obligations. 


He regretted that the industry was not serious about utilizing opportuni- 
ties created for modernization. Out of 68 mille only four had started 
draving funde under the soft loan scheme. 


Farlier, Mr Bajoria said that persistent industrial unrest in 1979 had 
caused a loss of about 1,50,000 tonnes of jute goods output. The imposi- 
tion of expert duty on hessian had taken away a substantial part of the 
export market. He suggested cash subsidy should be restored immediately 
for carpet backing. The excise duty should be reduced if not totally 
abolished. A chronic power problem had affected the economy. Although 
the industry's 85% requirement of power was met through captive power 
plants, the diesel sets were proving ineffective for long spells of work.

[Text] New Delhi, April 25. The sugar industry's offer of voluntary 
price regulation did not find much favour at the conference of Food and 
Civil Supplies Ministers held here yesterday. 


The consensus that emerged was that any scheme of voluntary price regu- 
lation would be meaningful only if the consumer price could be brought 
down to the level of Rs 5 per kg. This would not be possible under the 
present offer of the industry to supply at an ex-factory price of Rs 4.30 
per kg, exclusive of excise duty, because it would mean a consumer price 
of Re 5.30 or more. 


It was felt that if the consumer price were to be kept around Rs 5 per kg, 
the industry should supply at an ex-factory price of Rs 4 per kg or the 
excise duty should be reduced from the present level of 82 paise per kg. 


The opinion among the States was that the price of free sale sugar could 

be kept under check by ensuring prompt despatch and supply of levy sugar 
from the mills and fair distribution to the entire population by strengthen- 
ing the public distribution system. 


To ease the sugar position, the Union Agriculture Minister, Rao Birendra 
Singh, offered to make an advance allocation of one lakh tonnes of levy 
sugar to the States and Union Territories to meet special needs during 
the summer months and the approaching festival season. 


He urged the States to conserve sugar till the supply from the next crop 
was available. He felt that through better supply management it should 
be possible to maintain adequate supplies for genuine needs at an average 
of four lakh tonnes per month, besides te extra allocation to the States. 


The one-day conference was attended by Mr Pranab Mukherjee, Minister for 
Commerce, Mr Vasant Sathe, Minister for Information and Broadcasting, 

Mr P.C. Sethi, Minister for Works and Housing, Mr C.M. Stephen, Minister 
for Communications, Mr Jagannath Pahadia, Minister of State for Finance 
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and Me C.ULN. Singh, Minister of State tor Defence and senlor ottictals 
of the Ministries concerned, 


The conference reviewed the foodgrains and sugar situation. Mr Vasant 
Sathe stressed the need for effective distribution of levy sugar and felt 
that the offer of sugar at an ex-factory price of Rs 4.30 per quintal 
made by the sugar industry was meaningless, unless sugar was made avail- 
able to the consumer at a price between Rs 5 and 5.30 a kg. Many States 
felt that the scheme bristled with operational difficulties. 


Representatives of States deficit in sugar emphasised that a scheme of 
a voluntary nature could not be effective and felt that if regulation 
was to be resorted to it was better to have statutory control. The 
voluntary scheme, to be successful, required monitoring at all levels, 
discipline in the trade and ensuring supply particularly to the deficit 
States. All these would pose administrative difficulties. 


At the same time they conceded that imposition of any statutory control 
on the free sale component of sugar would not be in consonance with the 
basic spirit of the dual pricing policy. 


Some of the States whose civil supply corporations were handling the move- 
ment of levy sugar urge the Central Government to extend liberal credit 
for discharging their functions efficiently. 


The conference also discussed the question of availability of other 
essential commodities like high speed diesel, coal, coke and salt parti- 
cularly in the North-Eastern States. Mr Pranab Mukherjee assured the 
conference that all steps would be taken to meet genuine needs to the 
maximum extent. 


Representatives of the North-Eastern States drew the attention of the 
Union Agriculture Minister to the difficult stock position of foodgrains 
in their States. Rao Birendra Singh clarified that for stepping up move- 
ment of foodgrains in this region, road movement had already been per- 
mitted and expenditure on taking stocks up to the Food Corporation 

of India (FCI) depots in these States would be reimbursed by the FCI. 


The Food Minister of West Bengal and the representatives of the Maharashtra 


Government expressed anxiety over the lower arrivals of foodgrains in 
their States, while the off-take was increasing.

ARTICLE SUMMARIZES ESTIMATES ON ENERGY RESOURCES 
Madras THE HINDU in Englieh 286 Apr 80 p 7 


[Text] Several published sources, primarily the report of the Fuel Policy 
Comittee, provide estimates of power resources of India. Discussions in 
this article are confined to the three principal conventional commercial 
fuele=-coal, hydel and auclear. 


Coal ie a very large naturally occurring source of commercial energy in 
india. Thermal stations account for about 55 percent of the total elec- 
tricity generated by utilities. Coal, despite ite relatively high-ash 
content in India, can be expected to remain an important source of elec- 
trical energy generation over the next few decades. The massive increase 
in the coset of of] has enhanced the competitive position of coal and has 
strengthened the case for a larger reliance on this source for power 
generation. 


Total gross reserves of noncoking coal including lignite are estimated to 
be ~carly 61,000 sillion tonnes of which 12,306 million tonnes are proved 
résee.ves. The balance of life of currently known reserves at 1988-89 con- 
sumption levels is reckoned to be 168 years considering indigenous consump- 
tion alone, and 159 years when exports are also included. 





it te Likely that existing estimates of coal reserves will be revised up- 
warde with more extensive exploration. Further, improvements in gaining 
techniques may make it possible to increase the proportion of in situ 
reserves which could be exploited. 


The energy systems of the future will predominantly be those having coal 
an baee. It is inescapable that for several decades, the available re- 
serves are treated with utmost care. 


Constraints on raising coal output on 4 sustained basis underline the 
urgency of developing methods of using coal more efficiently. It is 
interesting to watch the outcome of the work done by BHEL in this con- 
nection--work aimed at better and gore efficient utilisation of the 
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available coal reserves and large-scale production of Liquid and gaseous 
fuel from solid fuels to meet the demand of process and power sectora. 


BHEL's endeavours are in the direction of developing systema where effi- 
Clency of energy generation will go up from the present 35 to around 55 
percent The new systema under development include the Magneto Hydro 
Dynamics (MHD) and Fluidised Bed Boiler for combustion of high ash coal 
dusts, 


Deapite being recent techniques, both MHD and Fluidised Bed Combustion 
have received tremendous impetus the world over because of the economic 
potential they promise to usher into the energy sector. The MHD and FAC 
systems, supplemented by the economic potential they hold, can be comple- 
mentaries in an integrated energy system of the future. 


The other traditional resource ie water. Hydro power represents the most 
economic source of power in the country. Its economic competitiveness 
has considerably improved with the rise in the price of ofl and coal. 


The Central Electricity Authority has examined the hydel resources and 
estimated the hydel potential at nearly 400 billion KWhe. This would 
permit the country to have an installed capacity of 1.00,000 MW operat- 
ing at over 40 percent plant load factor. 


Of this potential only some 10 percent has been exploited, that is, nearly 
11,000 MW of installed capacity, and this has generated about 48 billion 
unite of electricity last year when there was a particularly good mon- 
soon. The same generation in thermal power plants would have required 
the combustion of about 30 million tonnes of coal. 


The hydel potential when fully developed would represent an energy bonus 
to the economy equivalent to nearly 250 million tonnes of coal. 


The development of hydel generation has been beset with inter-State 
problems and disputes. What is required is a national policy giving the 
highest priority to this abundant and renewable resource. Otherwise the 
country would continue to forego the annual energy bonus that nature gives 
and instead use up the country's limited reserves of coal. 


Pumped storage schemes are an answer to the problem of low reservoir level 
in times of lean monsoons and also the problem of peak availability. 

The pumped storage concept has effected a major economic change in the 
electric utility industry by introducing the principle of inventory into 
the business at a point between power generation and consumption. Lovw- 
value off-peak energy is converted into high value on-peak capacity and 
energy. 


Uranium and potentially thorium represent the nuclear fuel resources. 
Reasonably well-assured resources of uranium in India are estimated to 
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be 22,000 tonnes of U208. In addition, inferred reserves amount to 
24,000 tonnes. These reserves should be adequate to sustain 10,000 MW 
of inatalled capacity ef power plants. Although the present inatalled 
generating capacity of nuclear power planta ta only 640 MW, the available 
resources of uranium may be considered to be auffictent only for a 

modest nuclear power programme, 


For the longer term, therefore, we have to turn to thorium. India's 
4,50,000 tonnes of thorium constitute the world's largest reserves. 


For India, vigorous development of nuclear power seems to be a matter 
of necessity. Prospects for nuclear power appeared to fall some time 
ago but indications are that it is recovering from ite current troubles 
to fulfill the bright promise it had earlier held out.

PROJECTIONS OF FUTURE ENERGY DEMAND REPORTED

[Text] During the last two decades, the total and per capital consump- 
tion of power in the country have shown a significant increase. Total 
consumption rose 10.8 times (from 5,597 mkwh in 1953 to 60,246 mkwh in 
1975-76) whereas the per capita consumption increased 5.26 times (from 
20.9 mkwh to 109.95 mkwh). Total consumption rose at an annual growth 
rate of 11.4 percent compound, whereas per capita consumption showed an 
annual increase of 7.8 percent compound. It is interesting to note that 
the annual rates of growth (at constant prices) of the national income 
and per capita income during the last two decades or so have been in the 
region of six percent and two percent respectively. 


The factors that led to an acceleration of the rate of consumption of 
power in the past are likely to remain present in the coming years as well. 
The power sector is expected to maintain a growth rate of about nine per- 
cent through to 1988. The share of electricity in Gross Domestic Product 
is expected to increase steadily from about 0.94 percent to 1.15 percent 
in 1983-84 and to 1.25 percent in 1988-89. 


Estimates of the projected levels of consumption of electricity and gene- 
rating requirements to meet the demand up to 1990-91 are available from a 
number of sources. Important among these are the report of the Fuel 
Policy Committee and the report of the Annual Electric Power Survey Com- 
mittee. 


An examination of the annual sectoral consumption pattern of commercial 
energy shows the primary inputs from conventional sources are: 100 mil- 
lion tonnes of coal a little over 30 million tonnes of oil and about 50 
billion units of electricity generated from hydel and nuclear stations. 


Out of this a little over 30 million tonnes of coal and nearly two million 
tonnes of ofl are used for generating about 50 billion units of electri- 
city from thermal power stations. The balance 70 million tonnes of coal 
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and 28 million tonnes of ofl go into domestic, tranaport, agricultural 
om induateial sectors, About eight percent of the coal consumption ia in 
the domestic sector and for miacellaneous uses, Thin leada one to the 
conclusion that by and Large commercial energy consumption goes entirely 
inte the productive sectora of the economy, The energy input other than 
electricity into these sectors would seem to be fairly low taking into 
account the range and diversity of our manufacturing sector, This con- 
sumption imeludes about 2.5 million tonnes as feedatocks for chemical and 
fertilizer manufacture. Basically, we have a low energy profile in many 
sectors of the economy, 


The basic approach adopted by the Fuel Policy Committee for projecting 
demand for electricity has been the end-use method. The consuming sectors 
have been divided into seven broad groups (47 major industries which consume 
70 percent of the electricicy used in the industrial sector). Demand was 
estimated for each consuming class separately. The committee arrived at 
alternative sete of estimates under different aseumptions. 


The per capita consumption of electricity was estimated to register a five 
fold increase from 90 kwh in 1970-71 to 447 kwh by 1990-91. From the eati- 
mated level of consumption, the total generation requirements are arrived 
at by adding on the assumed transmission losses and the power required for 
auxiliary consumption. From the estimated generation requirements, the 
electricity generation capacity needed ise obtained by taking into account 
the estimated peak load demand. 


The capacity requirements for meeting the projected power demand have been 
estimated by the Fuel Policy Committee at 33.6 million KW in 1978-79, 53 
million KW by 1983-84 and 87.4 million KW in 1990-91. 


The average annual additions to installed capacity needed to achieve these 
targets would have to be 3.9 million KW between now and 1983-84 and five 
million KW between now and 1990-91. It must be noted that the annual 
average addition to installed capacity actually achieved during the period 
1963-64 to 1973-74 was only one million KW. 


ihe achievement of these targets presupposes that the annual additions to 
capacity would be more than three times the actual achievement during the 
last decade. The committee also made recomendations on source-wise 
power generation capacity required to meet the projected demand. 


The shares of hydel, nuclear, and thermal sources in total installed 
capacity at different points of time work out as follows:

1990-91 32.5 9.9 57.6 100 











The tenth Annual Eleetric Power Survey of India by the Central Electricity 
Authority piven Stateewlee and feqlonewlae eatimates of peak load and 
enerky fequirementa and corresponding peak avallabllity and energy avall- 
ability for the Fifth Plan and Sixth Plan periods, 


Energy availability from thermal stations is computed on an annual basis 
by considering a generation of 5,350 kwh in the case of existing stations. 
A telescopic benefit of 2,500 kwh per KW in the firet year of operation, 
4,000 kwh per KW in the second year, 5,000 kwh per KW in the third year and 
5,500 kwh per KW from the fourth year onwards is considered for new plants. 


According to the survey report, the country's peak load will rise from 
13,703 MW in 1975-76 to 20,210 MW by 1978-79 and 33,000 MW by 1983-84. 
The energy requirement will increase from 75,618 million unite in 1975-76 
to 1,85,064 million unite by 1983-84, 


The deficite forecast for current year ia of the order of 2,200 aw in the 
peak load and 8,000 million units in energy requirement. The deficics 
will, however, gradually reach a level of 6,275 MW and 17,027 @.u. by 
1983-84, 


New projects therefore require to be initiated to b-idge the wide gap 
anticipated in the country's power supply towards the closing years of 
the next Plan. In making forecasts of power requirements beyond the 
Sixth Plan and up to 1995-96 the tenth APS applied the principle of 
tapered growth rates. 


There are controversies about the methodea used by both the Fuel Policy 
Committee and the tenth annual electric power survey committee. One point 
made is that the growth rate assumed is relatively high. Over-estimation, 
according to this argument, has been made in the area of industrial con- 
sumption. The bulk provision of four billion units made by the tenth APS 
for unlicensed industries, Likely to come up by 1983-84, is objected to 
in seme quarters. But on balance, it can be said that the two estimates 
are, by and large, realistic and meaningful. 


Similarly, the looming energy shortage spurred many other groups, Govern- 
ment and private, to sponsor studies relating to the likely demand and 
ways of meeting it in the years to come. But some of the findings are not 
edifying. 


Everincreasing quantities of power are required for a given percentage in- 
crease in Gross Domestic Product. The electricity coefficient of power 
to GDP over the past two decades or so has been about 2.70. Power 
generation has grown at a compounded rate of nearly 10 percent while GDP 
has grown at only 3.5 percent. 


it is estimated that for every Rs 1,000 increase in GDP at constant prices, 
the units of power consumption required has risen from 185 units in the 
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Firnt Plan to about 640 unite at present. A continuation of thia trend 
can be expected in the coming decade alao, 


Whatever methodology ise uaet to forecast the demand, it ia clear that on 

the basia of the premises for the country's economic situation and proa- 

pects for the development of power economics, the overall demand for pri- 
Mary energy ia expected to more than double in seven years. 


in the face of the demand of thie magnitude, ia India making any headway

{Text} The Central Government would amend the Factories Act to give 
independent status to the labour officers, Mr R.K.A. Subramanya, Addi- 
tional Secretary to the Government said in New Delhi on Monday, reports 
PTI. 


The reports of the labour officers regarding implementation of the labour 
laws were not dependable today as they were part of the management with- 
out any independent status, he added. 


He said the labour officers had a "catalytic" role to play in ensuring 
that the grievances did not become disputes. He was glad that labour 
officers had been able to get a bulk of the grievances settled amicably. 


Mr Subramanya was inaugurating the two-day conference of the Central 
labour officers inthe absence of Labour Minister J.B. Patnaik who left 
for Orissa on Monday morning. 


Mr Subramanya said the grievances redressal procedure had been found to 
be very dilatory. The workers were threrefore, losing patience and faith 
in the present system. 


He said there was need for amendment of the Act so as to provide direct 
access to the courts for settlement of individual grievances to make the 
conciliation machinery more effective, to make the system of adjudication 
less time-consuming and to promote settlement of disputes through volun- 
tary arbitration. 


He said there was a general feeling, more so among ° mers of Parlia- 
ment, that there was much to be desired in the mat . 4» Dlementation 
of the labour laws. There was a demand for systematic sluation, and 
the labour officers could help in this matter by submitting periodic re- 
ports, he said. 








Mr Subramanya said that he looked upon the labour officers as agents of 
change. They had to bring about changes in the management practices on 
the one hand and attitudes of the workers without allowing any friction 
on the other. The tasks of the labour officers he said were by no means 


easy. They called for a large measure of imagination tact and dedica- 
tion, he said.

{Text} Minister of Information and Broadcasting and Supplies and Rehabili- 
tation Vasant Sathe on Monday asked the Dandakaranya Development Authority 
to complete the resettlement process of displaced persons by June 1981 
reports PTI. 


Addressing the 77th meeting of the Authority held in New Delhi Mr Sathe 
said the Government was keen to rehabilitate the displaced persons expe- 
ditiously. 


He said that the tempo of reclamation in the irrigated area must be acce- 
lerated. The rehabilitation reclamation organisation should utilise to 
the optimum extent and there should be proper coordination with the State 
authorities, he added. 


The Minister said once the resettlement work was completed the Dandakaranya 
Development Authority could be replaced by another organisation to speed 

up the area deve’v.pment which would ensure permanent rehabilitation of the 
displaced persons. 


Mr Sathe said the Orissa Forest Corporation had agreed to deforest and 
hand over nearly 10,000 acres of land this year. Another 5,000 acres 
should be available with the Dandakaranya Development Authority. 


He said we should take special care to ensure that the lands meant for 
resettlement of displaced persons as well as the local tribal people were 
not allowed to go into the hands of unauthorised persons. For this pur- 
pose, he said, a special liaison would have to be kept with the district 
authorities. 


The Minister emphasised that the displaced persons left in the Dandakar- 
anya area should now become part and parcel of the mainstream of life in 
the states of Orissa and MadhyaPradesh. They should not consider then- 
selves as refugees for all time to come. 








Mr Sathe aseured the ataff of the Dandakaranya Authority that their

[Text] (Sam Sar Soyen), one of the leaders of the 
Federation of Trade Unions for the National Salva- 
tion of Kampuchea, has been in Moscow. APN presents 
an interview with him for the attention of TRUD's 
readers. 


[Question] The Western press has again begun to feature material on "fa- 
mine" in Kampuchea. Your country's government is accused of distributing 
somehow "incorrectly" the foodstuffs received as aid from international 
organizations and individual states. What is the real situation? 


[Answer] As a rule, such articles appear in the press of countries that are 
themselves making no particular effort to help the Kampuchean people solve 
the problem of the foodstuffs shortage. Yes, there is indeed a shortage. 
But let us see who is to blame for this. The first blow to our agriculture 
was struck by the American aircraft that ruthlessly bombed rural areas. 
Many peasants were forced to leave their homes and either move to the city 
or flee the country altogether. Huge areas were essentially not cultivated 
throughout the years of Lon Nol's rule. Then the so-called "Khmer Rouge" 
headed by Pol Pot-Ieng Sary seized power. They struck a still greater blow 
against our agriculture. Practically all the harvest obtained as a result 
of ordinary Kampucheans' hard forced labor was shipped to China. When in 
January of last year the Kampuchean National United Front for National Sal- 
vation took power in the country, the peasants did not even have the seeds 
to sow the ricefields with. 


We started from scratch. The irrigation systems in the fields had been 
destroyed. Almost no agricultural implements were left, to say nothing of 
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tractors. It was rare to see buffalo in the fields. Pol Pot's people had 
shipped everything to China. 


Our people did colossal work. However, natural conditions were not in our 
favor. Last year a number of regions of the country were hit by flood or 
drought. Nevertheless, a great deal has been done, and to speak of famine 
now is to spread lies. 


Now a few words about the aid given us from abroad. We get the most appre- 
ciable aid from the Soviet Union, Vietnam and the other socialist countries. 
In addition to foodstuffs, these countries also send us equipment, agricul- 
tural equipment included. Spectalists from these countries are working in 
Kampuchea. We are grateful to our friends for this aid. 


But the West and the Beijing authorities want to exploit our foodstuff 
difficulties in their own interests. They refuse to give aid to the legiti- 
mate government of Kampuchea and organize their own "refugee" camps in the 
Kampuchean-Thai border area, at which they distribute food. In short, 
everything possible is done to ensure that the food ends up in the hands of 
the Pol Pot bandits, who have not been completely defeated--small groups 

are still operating in our Western regions--to create chaos in the country 
and to make Kampucheans leave their homes and rush across the border for 
"aid." 


We declare to all states wanting to give food aid to Kampuchea: our ports 
of Kompong Som and Phnom Penh and the capital's airport are open for its 
delivery. Kampuchea's Government distributes the incoming aid fairly and 
equitably among all the country's regions. 


[Question] The so-called Kampuchean refugee problem is still getting con- 
siderable coverage in bourgeois newspapers. P 


[Answer] I have already mentioned the the first wave of refugees from Kam- 
puchea was the result of the barbarous American air raids. Many peasants 
fled the country to save their lives. The number of refugees was also con- 
siderable under Pol Pot, despite the fact that any attempt to flee was 
ruthlessly punished. Certain Western countries and Beijing are now trying 
again to create a Kampuchean refugee problem. As I have already said, food 
is used to lure people into Thailand. The Pol Pot people forcibly drive 
peasants abroad at every opportunity.

[Text] Under former regimes, our national training and education sector 
wae tainted with a feudalist and colonialist character. Many children 
could not go to echool, and those who managed to go could not complete even 
primary education. Beginning in 1970, the pupper Lon Nol regime put into 
effect a training and education system which served the interest of neo- 
colontaliem and the aggressive war of U.S. imperialies. During the past 
few years, the fascist and brutal regime of the Pol Pot-leng Sary-Khieu 
Samphan clique--lackeys of the reactionary Chinese expansioniste—-completely 
uprooted the national training and education sector by ostracizing and aas- 
sacring intellectuals, professors, education personnel, students and school 
children and turning schools into prisons, military camps, storage depots, 
stables and poultry farm. 


in the face of euch « situation and to meet the demands and tasks of the 
revolution, am initial rehabilitation o: the revolutionary training and 
education sector to achieve a democratic character and advance toward pure 
soctaliet training and education constituted an urgent and colossal siss.on. 


Our country's training and education sector should oppose and eradicate the 
serious state of widespread ignorance within our population. Both adults 
and children should make the necessary contributions to eliminate the per- 
fidious political and ideological impediments sown sasong our youth, teenagers 
and people by the Pol Pot-leng Sary-Khieu Samphan clique, and to develop 

new generations of good citizens and brave combatants dedicated to the 
national construction and defense efforts of our beloved PRK. 


|. Current and uregent tasks facing the training and education sector: 


A. The common tasks facing the current national training and education ef- 
forts are to vigorously etimulate an anti-illiteracy govement within the 
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entire population and army, and to vigorously and firmly develop efforts to 
rapidly tneulcate and enhance literacy standards of young cadres, workers, 
peasants, combatants and the masses in general, Thie auat be done in order 
to imerease their ability to carry out product ton and combat duties and to 
contribute to expanding the ranke of cadres for the revolution, 


hb. Conerete taake! 


1. Appoint committees responsible for training and education and gradually 
eatabliah training and education apparatuses at all levels. 


In particular, tn addition to the people's revolutionary committee secretar- 
iat, each province, as well ae Phoom Penh, douldhave « committee or group for 
national training and education, which is placed under the authority of the 
provinctal or municipal people's revolutionary committee and staffed by three 
or tive cadres, to take care of general as well ae adult education. The sum- 
ber of these cadres does not include the administrative personnel working in 
coordination with the committee secretariat. 


Fach district or ite equivalent should have two or three cadres under the 
direct authority of the diatrict people's revolutionary committee to ateer 
ood atta@ulate the anti-flliteracy govement and provide guidance for the 
conatructton, development and ganagement of local primary echools. 


Each commune should organize a commune training and education committee with 
a member of the commme people's revolutionary committee as ite chairman and 
the members of the school directorate as ite members. The chairman of the 
primary school or teacher ie responsible for adult training and education. 

A number of youth and women's association members may act as vice chairmen 
and members of the committee. The commune committee is directly responsible 
for organizing and steering the anti-illiteracy sovement, providing liter- 
acy classes for the adults, encouraging and helping the children attend 
general education classes, and etimulating the public to build school build- 
ings and make all necessary contributions, while taking part in training 
and educating the children. Another duty is to pay attention to employing 
former intellectuals, education personnel, students and youth who geet all 
political requirements, have adequate cultural knowledge and are potential 
recruits for wheequent further training to become part of the administra- 
tive, training and education apparatuses at all levels. 


The National Training and Education Ministry should approve on 4 temporary 
basie the establishment of necessary schools and should authorize, aleo on 
a temporary basis, the local authorities to appoint the echool chairman and 
directorate to adminiater general education schools. 


2. Continue to eradicate illiteracy and accelerate efforts to enhance and 
provide literacy, which is « new and necessary task to combat and eliminate 
backwardness, the fruit of the policy of obscurantiem and slavery of the 
old regime left behind by the lackey Pol Poc-leng Sary clique. Gradually 
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raise the Literacy etandarde of cadres, combatants and the masses. Create 
conditions to facilitate political Craining and education, disseminate 
science and technology and energetically accelerate the task of building 
and developing cadres, Use those who have been through production campaigns 
and worked with mase movemente. 


(a) WFivet, quickly eliminate tlliteracy among cadres, youths and combat~ 
ante. At the same time, atimulate a large-scale movement within the masses 
to eradicate illiteracy from the people of all nationalities in the next 
few yeare=~eapectally for men under 45 and women under 40, Those older 
than theae agee who wieh to learn should be provided a1] necessary facili- 
‘lew. Varlous teaching @ethode should be used or modified in accordance 
with needs and locales. Teaching experience and methods which have yielded 
good results should be disseminated. Exhort teachers, etudents, intellec- 
tuale and all forces with some degree of education to participate in this 
movement. The literate should teach the illiterate; the more educated 
should teach the less educated. Efforte should be made so that this move- 
ment will develop, etrengthen and become successful, so that the illiterate 
become literate, and eo that conditions will be created to enable them to 
further their etudies and become better educated. 


(>) Efforte should be made to tmmediately provide literacy for the cadres, 
combatants and youths in their etruggle to increase production and perfors 
taske. Thie ts an urgent, tmmediate and long-term requirement in the party's 
political line for cadres and in the government's national construction plan. 


All regions, sectors, levels, te of the armed forces and production bases 
should have plans to organize and implement this work well in addition to 
their kev and daily tasks. Literacy classes should be opened in primary 
schoota and secondary achoola of the primary cycle for cadres, workera and 
-paounel of all offfees, mintetries, factories and farm of the central 
and regional organizations in their off-duty hours. During clase hours, 
‘he government urges that all parties concerned work thoroughly and strive 
arduously eo a8 to complete primary e‘ucation literacy classes in the next 
‘ow yoare. For those cadres and workers who occupy important posts but 
vwhowe literacy level ie etill low and who have no chance to attend Literacy 
oeees, the offices, ainietries and units to which they belong should ap- 
>it inetructore to prepare classes and make attendance convenient for them. 


Army onite, despite their little free time, should take advantage of spare 
hours to attend literacy classes, eliminate illiteracy in their unite and 
further heighten the literacy level of their cadres and combatants. 


‘c) Conditions should be provided to quickly open a central literacy school 
to enable a number of hardcore cadres in central offices and ministries in 
*hoom Penh and the provinces to either learn together with politics, or 
separately from politics so as to provide these cadres with literacy of a 
primary education and secondary education of primary cycle level, and, in 
subsequent years, with a literacy level of secondary education of secondary 














cycle, If possible, the provinces should quickly open a literacy school 

of primary education and secondary education of primary cycle for hardcore 
cadres of all districts, communes and provincial and district sectors. Beat 
conditions in terme of inatructors as well as material and equipment should 
be provided to this category of achoole where the trainees will be given 

all factlities=--food and living quarters. They should be considered 

achoola for the training of leading adminiatrative cadres of the party and 
government. 


The Minteatry of National Training and Education te to work in collaboration 
with the propaganda and education commission and the organizational com 
mission of the central organization to open these echoole at the central, 
provinctal and municipal levels. Correct and consiatent plans should be 
worked out to rotate cadres in accordance with the above epecification 
regarding assignment for further atudy at central and provincial echools. 
Care should be taken of hardcore cadres whose Literacy level is etill low, 
of young cadres and of female cadres in all fielde and at all echelons. 
Pending tasks should not be a reason to deprive cadres of literacy courses. 
They should be given at least a chance to etudy for a short period of time 
and complete an education cycle before returning to their tasks. Then, they 
will be able to resume education later. 


(d) Besides exhorting former education personnel, students and educated 
persons to teach Literacy classes, efforte should be made to build an educa- 
tion sector that will be taken care of by a number of adults and education 
personnel. Within the government framework they are to be called special 
education personnel of the literacy sector for general education. They 
select teaching personnel who meet requirements, have experience and are 
fairly skillful, and train them for this job. 


(e) Reopen and develop vigorously and simultaneously all general education 
achools. 


D. Actively prepare conditions to reopen and develop schools for the train- 
ing of cadres and workers as well as secondary, vocational and higher educa- 
tion schools. 


The Ministry of National Training and Education, together with various sec- 
tors concerned, should study and assess the existing possibilities and needs 
regarding the number of cadres and workers. 


Plane should be worked out to reopen schools in the coming year. At the 
same time, make long-term plans to expand the ranks of cadres and workers 
and forward these plans to the KPRC for approval. 


While waiting for all needs to be met--such as the urgent need for a number 
of cadres, workers and personnel--short-term training courses lasting 3 or 
6 months aay be opened. This training of workers and personnel should be 
done in accordance with the importance of the local production bases now 





being revived. Sectore and localities should organize and administer their 
fields themselves while going through all the necessary steps to accelerate 
and complete the recruiting process, 


1}, A number of trmediate pointe about organizing and ateering the training 
and education eflorte: 


in order to carry out the above-mentioned tasks well and prepare conditions 
for che development of new steps in subsequent years, the Ministry of Nation- 
al Training and Education and the people's revolutionary committee of var- 
lous provinces should quickly put the following taske into action; 


A. Pay attention to rallying employing, providing political training for 
and giving Livelihood facilities to teaching personnel. The Ministry of 
National Training and Education should make a l-month program of political 
courses avallable to cadres controlling the training and education sector 
and to teaching personnel of the current school year. This program would 
take place during the 1980 school vacations. 


8. Experimentally implement the movement to stimulate the masses to combat 
illiteracy and attend literacy classes in villages, communes, offices, 
mintatries, factories and armed units. 


L, Stimulate the masses to participate in developing the training and edu- 
°@tion sector for the new generations, to mobilize forces to build schools, 
desks and benches, and to help encourage the adults to teach and learn. 


D. Gradually implement and oversee work relating to training and education 
efforts in the coming years. Use existing as well as former education per- 
sonnel, observe the training of students and note the availability of school 
equipment, schools and other materiel. 


All illiterate persons should attend classes so as to raise the literacy 
level in all fields for cadres of all echelons, for the youth and for the 
combatants. 


t. The administrative power at all levels should appoint officials to be 
in charge of training and education efforts and should pay attention to 
steering and supporting this undertaking while cooperating with all organ- 
izations in all fields, particularly with the young men's and young women's 
associations, in order to carry out the training and education tasks within 
their areas of responsibility well. 


The KPRC requests that the administrative power at all levels clearly under- 
stand the significance of the national training and education tasks under 
the new revolutionary circumstances and closely coordinate training and 
education guidance with national construction guidance, so as to develop 

the revolutionary strength, recommence and increase production and stabilize 
the people's lives. 











The administrative power at all levels should study and work out plans 


to promptly and diligently implement this circular, local conditions per- 
mitcing.

|"Draft 3-Year Plan of the KPRC for Combating Illiteracy in the PRK in 
1980, 1981 and 1982"--date not given; read by announcer] 


[Text] Under the oppression of feudalist regimes, in addition to the ex- 
ploitation by the colonialists and imperialists, a large number of our people 
and their children did not enjoy the right to education. Illiteracy was 
overwhelming, particularly among women and compatriots living in the jungle 
and mountainous areas. 





Under the Sihanouk regime, the illiteracy problem was also mentioned, but 
only superficially, just enough to serve a demagogical policy. In fact, as 
a concrete result, this little concern was meaningless. 


Under the murderous regime of archfasciest Pol Pot and leng Sary, the danger 
of illiteracy became even worse as schools were destroyed; intellectuals, 
professors, teachers, students and school children were massacred; and our 
people were plunged into a sea of blood, tears and ignorance. 


As a result, according to a census attempted in some regions, the number of 
school-aged illiterates has reached 40 percent. In the remote areas, this 
percentage is even higher. In addition, 10 percent of the cadres, personnel 
and workers in offices, ministries, enterprises and factories can neither 
read nor write. The percentage of the illiterate combatans in army units 

is much higher. 


Following the 7 January 1979 liberation day, in compliance with the KPRC's 
circular and appeal on training and teaching adults, some 50,000 students 
have signed up for classes. However, this process is slow and long and 

does not adequately meet the demands of the revolution and people. Such a 
situation has many causes: our KPRC has just achieved victory and started 
building the country from scratch; the power at all levels has not yet been 
consolidated; and the people's lives have not been normalized. On the 

other hand, there has been no specific plan to launch an anti-illiteracy 
movement and we have not yet organized or correctly administered any literacy 
movement from the top to the grassroots levels. 
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Significance, objectives and directions of the movement; 


1, In response to our nation's demands under the current circumstances, the 
KPRC has decided to launch an anti-illiteracy campaign throughout the coun- 
try. The administrative committees of all offices, ministries, units, 
enterprises and factories and people's revolutionary committees at all 
levels are responsible for the successful implementation of the 3-year plan 
to eradicate illiteracy and promote the cultural standards of the cadres, 
personnel, workers, peasants, combatants and youth. This campaign is to 
start on 19 June 1980, the anniversary day of the Khmer Issarak Front Armed 
Forces, and to last until 1982. 


2. This movement, which is of paramount importance and urgency, is aimed 

at completely eradicating the consequences of the old regime's obscurantist 
policy in the cultural and educational sectors; creating favorable condi- 
tions for cadres, personnel, workers, combatants and the entire population 
to raise their cultural and political standards, their working ability and 
their potential as masters of the land; actively contributing to developing 
economic production and stabilizing the order of the social life; further 
consolidating and building the revolutionary power at all levels; and build- 
ing and defending an independent and prosperous Kampuchean fatherland. 


3. The goal of this 3-year plan--1980-1982--is to stimulate an in-depth 
Mass movement to achieve success in combating illiteracy throughout the 
country, particularly among school-aged citizens and to continue to promote 
the cultural standards of the people, first of all those of cadres, person- 
nel, workers, combatants, youth and peasants living in remote areas. 


The actual steps are as follows: 


Gather illiterate cadres, personnel, workers, combatants and youth under 

30 years, and send them to class immediately so they can become fully liter- 
ate. Those who can already read and write should further study in order to 
complete the primary education cycle by the end of 1982. Those who have al- 
ready finished the primary education cycle should further study to complete 
the secondary education cycle. 


Gather illiterate men under 45 years and women under 40 years and have them 
attend classes so that illiteracy will be completely eradicated on a nation- 
wide basis within 3 years in accordance with the ruling to be passed by the 

education ministry whether or not the literacy campaign has been successful. 
Those above these ages who wish to learn are to be welcomed, encouraged 

and assisted to do so. 


Gather all citizens and all forces with a certain degree of literacy, in- 
cluding the intellectuals, students and school children, particularly the 
teachers in general education schools, to actively participate in the anti- 
illiteracy movement, such as by personally teaching, exhorting, advising 

Or reminding other people to attend classes, learning for themselves, giving 
lessons to other people, and providing contributions in the form of equip- 
ment and so on. 
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4. Slogans to be used in whipping up this movement: 


Attend classes to deserve the honor of being citizens of an independent 
country; to eradicate illiteracy is to eradicate the filth of the old re- 
gime; to teach or to learn means love for the nation and people; all intel- 
lectual and youth forces should actively participate in stimulating the anti- 
illiteracy movement; to teach or to learn is to build and defend the country; 
intensify the movement to meet the targets ahead of schedule; accelerate 
production work while teaching and learning; an educated person teaches 
others to be literate; the literate teach the illiterate; and the more ed- 
ucated teach the less educated. 


5. Requirements and duties during each of the 3 years: 


The movement is to be launched in 1980 by gathering a large number of people 
to teach as well as to learn, while organizing model units for emulation and 
dissemination. 


Each village should have at least one classroom and should gather at least 
half of its illiterate inhabitants for litaracy classes. All illiterate 
cadres, personnel, workers, combatants and youth should attend literacy 
ciasses, while those cadres, personnel, workers, combatants and youth who 
can read and write should be assigned to further study and complete the prim- 
ary education cycle. Each province should have training schools for cadres, 
personnel, workers, combatants and youth. 


The movement is to be brought to its peak in 1981. All illiterate cadres, 
personnel, workers, combatants, youth and the entire population should be 
gathered and sent to classes which should be opened in all districts and 
communes. 


An emulation contest should be launched in 1982 to conclude the anti-illi- 
teracy plan. The campaign should be concluded in every province in a move 
to reach the nationwide goal once and for all, while increasing the number 
and level of literacy classes. 


immediate requirements and duties in 1980: 


In 1980 the movement is to start and the anti-illiteracy campaign is to 

be launched throughout the country. Besides preparing plans to realize 

the movement in each region, anti-illiteracy and literacy committees should 
be set up at all levels; training courses should be opened for cadres, prin- 
cipal teachers and volunteer teachers; and textbooks should be written 

and published. This stage is to be divided into three phases: 


In the first phase, lasting from 19 June 1980 to 15 July 1980, the campaign 
is to be launched and whipped up in all regions and organs; 
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1) A resounding propaganda campaign should be launched by holding meetings, 
spreading the news through newapapera and over the radio, putting up slogans 
and wall posters everywhere, featuring the campaign in songs, introducing 
the theme in plays, publishing short stories on the evil of illiteracy, 
screening films on this theme, and mustering education personnel and general 
education school children to stage parades. 


2) Where this campaign has not been launched, preparations should be made 
to launch it. 


3) A census of illiterate people should be taken and these people should 
be invited to attend literacy classes. 


4) Training courses should be opened everywhere. 


6) Regulations in the classroom should be determined in accordance with 
local conditions. 


7) An emulation drive should be launched to encourage sustained attendance 
and quick results. 


8) Where classes already exist, efforts should be made to further develop 
and improve then. 


9) Examinations and experiments should be organized to be disseminated to 
other regions. 


In the second phase, lasting from 16 July 1980 to 15 September 1980, the 
movement is to be energetically promoted during the 1980 annual school 
recess: 


1) Mobilize education personnel and general education school schildren to 
participate actively in the anti-illiteracy movement. 


2) Existing classes should be further consolidated and improved. 


3) Examinations should be given and certificates issued for those who have 
become literate. 


In the third phase, lasting from 16 September to the end of 1980, the new 
academtc year will reopen: 


1) Continued efforts should be exerted to consolidate the movement; 
2) The quality and level of classes should be raised; 


3) Examinations should be held for those who have completed the first 
classes; 
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4) Results of 1980 should be summed up; 

5) Outstanding individuals and groups should be complimented and encouraged; 
6) Experience should be drawn and disseminated; and 

7) Plans should be prepared for 1981 when the movement should be intensified. 


Guidelines to be followed during the third phase: Propaganda should be made 
regularly to promote and disseminate experience; ~*~ sults should be summed 
up and reported to higher authorities; and the pubiic should be informed 
about the outcome achieved in each region. 


The anti-illiteracy campaign should be regarded as the main achievement of 
all regions, of all echelons in the education ministry, and of all levels 
in the administration. Each should grasp the significance of the fight 
against illiteracy and should be responsible for permanently actuating this 
movement and creating favorable conditions for all organs and the masses to 
teach or to learn. 


Closely cooperate with solidarity production groups in order to normalize 
the people's lives and consolidate local power. 


Cooperate with and make use of all forces, particularly those from general 
education schoools, in order to prepare the annual school recess in such a 
way that the campaign against illiteracy will be conducted vigorously. 


Some points on the preparations and procedures for successfully carrying 
out the plan to stimulate the anti-illiteracy struggle and enhance the cul- 
tural standards of the cadres and people; 


1. The struggle against illiteracy and the enhancement of cultural stand- 
ards for cadres, personnel, workers, combatants and the entire population 
are part of the political line of the KNUFNS Central Committee. The KPRC 
and the people's power at all levels are assigned to directly guide this 
movement with the active cooperation of all mass organizations in which 
the education ministry acts as the chief of staff of all the echelons of 
the revolutionary power. 


‘he education ministry has another role as the vanguard and the rallying 
force urging all forces to join in the efforts to bring success to this 
campaign. The administrative committees of all ministries, offices, army 
units, enterprises and factories and the people's revolutionary committees 
at all levels are responsible for the successful implementation of the 3- 
year plan to combat illitaracy. 


All ministries and offices from the central to grassroots levels should 
closely cooperate with the education ministry in contributing financial 








support and school equipment auch as textbooks, notebooks, ballpoints pens, 
pencils, kerosene, and so on, The Finance Ministry should provide a budget 
for this campaign. The Information, Press and Culture Ministry should help 
to publish books, spread the news and promote the movement. The Trade 
Ministry should provide school equipment and kerosene. Other ministries, 
such as the ministries of agriculture, industry and telecommunictions and 
posts, should link the production tasks with learning. 


2. Set up anti-illiteracy committees at central and all other levels of 
the administration. The central and local committees should help the KPRC 
to admintater the campaign at all levels and to guide, muster and consoli- 
date all forces and all mass organizations in order to bring succe@s to 
the campaign. Committee members should work as counsellors who propose 
projects, supply means, meanage affairs and assign tasks and closely co- 
operate with other committees. 


Furthermore, each ministry and office should be responsible for directly 
steering work in accordance with the master plan. 


The anti-illiteracy committee is composed of the following: 


1) Chairman: The comrade president of the KNUFNS Central Committee and of 
the KPRC; 2) First vice chairman: the comrade chairman of the party Central 
Committee's propaganda and education commission [gana khousna aprom mach- 
chhim pak]; 3) Second vice chairman and secretary general: the comrade 
minister of education; 4) Member: the comrade minister or vice minister 

of information, press and culture; 5) Member: the comrade minister or vice 
minister of agriculture; 6) Member: the comrade minister or vice minister 
of trade; 7) Member: the comrade minister or vice minister of industry; 

8) Member: the comrade minister or vice minister of finance; 9) Member: 

the comrade minister or vice minister of national defense; 10) Member: 

the comrade chairman or vice chairman of the Kampuchean National Salvation 
Trade Union Committee; 11) Member: the comrade chairman or vice chairman 
of the Kampuchean National Salvation Youth Association; 12) Member: the 
comrade chairman or vice chairman of the Kampuchean National Salvation 
Women's Association; 13) Member: the comrade director general of the 

Voice of the Kampuchean People Radio Station; 14) Member: the comrade 
chief editor of the KAMPUCHEAN NEWS AGENCY SPK; 15) Members: the comrades 
chairmen of all provincial and municipal people's revolutionary committees; 
and 16) Secretary: the comrade chairman of the Adult Education Directorate. 


As for the provincial, municipal, district, commune and village anti- 
illiteracy committees, they are structured in the same way. 


3. Recruit and train a sufficient number of qualified cadres and teachers. 
Each village should have one or two principal teachers belonging to the 
state teaching cadre as do the general education school teachers. These 
principal teachers act as the hardcore groups and chiefs of staff among all 
the echelons of the administration and of the anti-illiteracy campaign 
committees. Their duty is to conduct and prepare the training of adult 
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education teachers, They should have a certain level of educaton, be will- 
ing to serve the campaign and enjoy the esteem and affection of the people. 
These principal teachers should be selected by the local people's revolu- 
tionary committees in the areas concerned and from general education schools 
and should be incorporated into the teaching cadre. In addition to these 
principal teachers, efforts should be made to train as many volunteer teach- 
ers as possible from among intellectuals, youth, general education school 
teachers, students, cadres, personnel, workers, peasants and other educated 
persons. 


4. Open classes which conform to local conditions in the provinces, cities, 
wintstries, offices, enterprises and factories. Claas hours should accord 
with the lives of the participants. They should be either in the morning 
or at noon or in the evening. Classes should be held three times a week 
with each session lasting 2 hours. In the countryside, spare time classes 
may be held as many times a week as possible in order to rapidly complete 
the program. In ministries, offices, enterprises and factories, classes 
may be opened in off-duty hours with fixed schedules. In the countryside, 
family-styled classes are authorized in line with the slogans: an educated 
person teaches other to be literate; the literate teach the illiterate; and 
the more educated teach the less educated. Adult education classes do not 
need to be held in specific areas. They can be held in the basements, the 
monasteries and the conference halls, under the trees, on boats or, some- 
times, in regular classrooms in general education schools. 


£ 
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Some guidelines on moral and material rewards for students and teachers: 


\. Moral rewards: The teachers and the students may be complemented through 
the awarding of citation certificates and notices by the authority at all 
levels. The KPRC authorizes the Education Ministry to issue anti-illiteracy 
combatant badges to be awarded to those who achievements are many. The state 
confers medals on regions or units which can rapidly complete the campaign 

to combat illiteracy and on outstanding cadres, v.eachers and students. 

Cadres and teachers have the right to undertake further studies and to be 
supplied with food and living quarters like the trainees in political scheols. 


8. Materialrewards: The Education Ministry should closely study and report 
to the KPRC a draft on a remuneration system for teachers and cadres, such 
aS an overtime compensation system in the primary and secondary education 
cycles and an overtime compensation system for anti-illiteracy classes. fFor 
those who attend classes, the state should provide them with textbooks free 
of charge and should create favorable conditions for them to purchase school 
equipment.

[Summary] "On 20 May a group of our Voice of Democratic Kampuchea Radio 
station correspondents visited a hospital attached to the Pailin battle- 
field, Battambang Province, in order to say hello to the wounded and sick 
comrades in arms convalescing in this hospital and to interview the com- 
rade doctors working there. Following the interview": 


This hospital has no special name. We usually call it "No 12" and it is 
attached to the Pailin region. "The staff totals some 150 persons aysigned 
to various jobs: 1) management; 2) treatment and care; 3) economic affairs-- 
kitchen and supplies; 4) production--cultivation of manioc, corn and vege- 
tables for the patients’ regimen; and 5) herbal medicine producing section." 
This hospital can accommodate 120-150 patients, but if necessary it can 

take in as many as 200 patients or more, with additional hammocks added to 
the existing beds. Last year, when the organization of the army and guer- 
rillas was nonexistent, the hospital catered to 200 to 250 wounded combat- 
ants at all times. Now, the number of wounded combatants has drastically 
diminished: there are only 20 or 3 of them. 


Besides the wounded soldiers, our hospital provides care for inhabitants 
afflicted by malaria and general illness. "A number of the patients are 
those who have fallen victim to toxic chemicals and poisonous gas. As for 
malarial patients, there are fewer of them now than before. The main causes 
of this is that we have solved the problem of food supply and we have pro- 
duced a large quantity of antimalaria pills for preventive and curative 
purposes in addition to modern drugs, thus meeting 60 to 70 percent of the 
need." Our doctors are making only traditional herbal medicines of ade- 
quate efficacy.

[Text] Kobe, 14 Jun KYODO--Quarantine officials in Kobe plan to strengthen 
their inapection of imported food in view of the detection of cholera geras 
in frozen shrimps imported from Thatland. 


After 48 cholera patients and gere carriers were found in November 19786 
from among guests and employees of the Ikenohata Cultural Center in Ueno, 
utilized for wedding receptions, the Health and Welfare Ministry had eus- 
pected that cholera germs were being brought into Japan through the media 
of imported frozen marine products. 


The detection of the cholera germs from shrimps imported from Thailand 
further strengthened such suspicion. 


Officiale of the Kobe Quarantine Station of the sinietry eaid that the fro- 
zen shrimps were loaded abroad a container ship of « Danish shipping Line 
at Bangkok on May 22 along with frozen cuttlefish and octopus. They arrived 
in Kobe on May 31. 


Since the ship arrived from a cholera-infested area, the quarantine offi- 
cials conducted a check of the crew gembers of the ship but all of thes 
paseed the examination. 


Offictale said, however, « spot check of some of the 180 tons of marine 
products unloaded from the ship, conducted on June 4, showed that the 
shrimps contained emall amounts of cholera germs of the El Tor Ogawa and 


Inaba types. 


A further detailed check was conducted on Wednesday and cholera gerus 
were detected again. 


As «4 result, the quarantine office ordered the importing fire in Tokyo 
Friday to dispose of 6.3 tons of the shrimps by burning thes. 
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Moet of the frosen marine products, including shrimps, consumed in Japan 


in recent yeare are being imported. Such tmporte totaled 950,000 tone in 
1979, 


Of this, officiale eaid some 21/,000 tone came from Thailand, Indonesia 
and other countries in Southeast Asta. 


The World Health Organisation (WHO) has designated 24 countries in Asia and 
Africa ae cholera-infested areas. Officiale said some 4,000 cholera cases 
have been reported eo far thie year in Thailand, one of the 24 countries. 


They said cholera germs in frozen imported marine products usually die since 
such products are processed into a frozen state of some 25 degrees below 
sero ©. But they eaid there are cases when the germs remain in a4 state of 
hibernation without dying. 


The officials eaid there is little danger of the germs being transferred 
to human beinge if the marine products are boiled before eating.

JAPANESE MANUFACTURING PLANT~-Stanley Electric Co, Japan's top automobile 
lamp maker, has been authorized by the Thai Government to begin electric 
bulb production in the Southeast Asian country, industry sources said Sat- 
urday. The project, sources said, will be promoted jointly with a Thai 
interest at a plant to be built in the suburbe of Bangkok. Stanley hopes 
to put the plant into operation next spring with an initial production tar- 
get of 300,000 bulbs a month, they said.
